‘AN INTERNATIONAL QUESTION. 

In the course of a debate in the House of 
Commons recently, Mr. Balfour stated that 
the invasion of Britain was considered to be 
impossible owing to the increased efficiency 
of torpedo boats and submarine vessels., 
He also announced, and herein lies the im- 
portant question, that: the Admiralty [e- 
fence Committee were agreed that sub- 
marine mines were an inexpedient method 
of protecting British commercial -s.orts, ard 
he suggested that the use of blockade mines 
should be ‘considered by’ an international 
tribunal. Since the outbreak of war be- 
(ween Russia and Japan, the navigation uf 
the seas of the Far East has been an aly 
nightmare to shipmasters. “The. 
waters have been honeycombed with mines 
from Formosa to Vladivastck, ‘Only. last 
manth,the Sodrafense was lost, her stern being 
shattered by a sunken ming, Every chan- 
‘nel which’ in ordinary times was used hy 
merchantmen, was rendered impassable by 
the elaborate planting of mines. Béth 
Russians and Japanese had a hand. in the 
business, and as a consequence of the 
‘enigencies of war mines were sent, laden 
with their freight of destruction, into the 
unknown, For the last few months men-of- 
war and merchant vessels have been keep- 
ing a sharp look-out for these mines -and 
when they were seen, the officers took pot: 
shots at them until they had exploded harn 
lessly, But there must Qe an immense: 
number still floating around, charged with 
the power of wrecking the vessels 
with which they come — in contact, 
The result has been that war risks 
have increased to such a.tate that many 
owners decide to chance the danger 
rather than pay the premiums demanded. 
Obviously.there is something wrong in such 
a state of things: In this case neutral vessels 
trading to Far Eastern ports are quite as 
liable to disaster as if they belonged toa 
belligerent. power. If it were decided that 
such a state of things was right and proper 
itis difficult to realise what might happen 
ghould two European Powers come into 
conflict, ‘Supposing that England and 
France were at war, and this system of plant- 
ing mines promiscuously about the sea was 
in force, it is quite conceivable thal the 
Atlantic, the Mediterranean and the North 
Sea would, be so strewn with hidden dangers 
in the shape of sunken and floating mines that 
the carrying trade of the world would be 
conipletely paralysed. Ina protracted war, 
the continuance of such a condition,of things 
could not ie permitted for a moment, 
Neutral nations in their own, interests, as well 
as in the general interests of the belligerent 
parties, would, certainly sise in their might 
and object. ‘The fact that such a contin 


gency is possible has appealed to the Ad: 


miralty, and it is now proposed to argue the 
question before an international tribunal, 
Sunken and floating mines when em- 
ployed to protect the ‘entrance to a, har- 
bour may be quite permissible, but mines 
which are sent. vaguely over the high 
seas are a menace and danger to every- 
body. except those against whom they 
ate aimed, It is curious, however, 
to note that the Admiralty Defence Com- 
mittee are not in favour of sub-marine 
mines for the protection of ports. Whether 
that means the mines which are operated by 
the military on shore, or what are ‘familiarly 
known as sunken mines,.which explode on

It will be seen that the increase of the pro- 
duction of crude oil for the first three months 


-of this year, a8 compared with a similar period 


in Qo4, amounts to 78 per cent., of the total; 
in fact, in every set of figures, large increases 
will benoted. For instance, the refinery intake. 
is now 34 percent. above what it was at this. 
period last year, while its output of kerosene 
hag increased $4 percent., and of other products 
30 percent, of a total increase in the output of 
aver 84 -per cent. The shipments, too, show 
the same healthytone, Sa the kerosene depart: 
ment, the shipments have increased 73. per 
cent. when compared with the figures of the 
first three months: Jast year, and those of the 
other products have increased to the extent of 
56} percent, The stocks awaiting shipment at 
the commencement of the present inonth were 
82 per cent, in advance of those awaiting ship- 
ment at this time last year, and in addition to 
all this, the crude oil in storage is now over 64 
per cent, greater in quantity than it was in 
April, 1904. 

In going into the details more minutely, i it 
stiould be pointed out that the’ enormous ins 
crease of the pro'iuction of.cruds oil is mainly 
owing to.the fact that during the course of 
1904, 20 wells were completed with remark- 
able suceess, for. out of (hat number there 
ws only one unproducve boring. It may 
here be advisub’e to remind our readers that 
the Borneofields contain two kinds of crude 
oi]—one from the upper and another from the 
lower strata. The upper stratum is encounter- 
ed at a depth of between 620 and’ 700 feel, the 
Jower being about 3,200 feet. The upper 
Stratum produces so-called natural liquid fuel, 
which contains very fittle illuminating oil, but 
the lower stratum yields oi! having occasional- 
ly a paraffin base. The total production from 
these two levels is about equally divided. 


Seeing that during the first three months of 


this year the quantity of kerosene produced at 
the refinery has been 23,340 tons, it can be 
easily seen what a conriderable proportion of 
light oils are obtained from the crude raised 
from the lower stratam, ‘thé quantity of crude 
oil produced at ‘the Present | time, however, is 
| by no means a maximum,-for the reason that 
the refinery is a8 yet incapable of treating, a 
greater production than is now being handled. 
Extensions are being made to the refinety, and 
we understand that during. the’ present month 
half of the third bench of stills will be com: 
pleted, which will make i possible to producé

much more intense human interest attaches to 
a missing ship—not because the announcement 
means that not one but several, perhaps many, 
human beings have ceased to be of the living 
world; but because their disappearance has 
‘most probably beon attended by some of the 
most poignantly agonised moments that fall to 
the lat of poor humanity. In the case of the 
brother or sister missing ashore it is only fair 
to assume either a sudden loss cf memory or 
a.sudden attack of deadly illness and nothing 
on the person whereby to i entify them,.and 
even.if death has come it has most . probably 
been mercifully swift in its incidence. 
LOST ON THE TRACKLESS OCKAN. 

Alas, how different is the case of a missing 
ship! There are so many ways in which her 
fate may suddesly confront her, and in a few 
minutes the inscrutable surface of the sea shall 
hide all trace of the tragic end of those tives 
that but so short a time ago were so full of pro- 
mise and intention, Let me if I can in briefest 
fashion give a few typical instances for the 
avowed puipos:s of arousing the sympathies of 
shore dwellers with thetr brethren doing busi- 
ness in the great deep, ‘ 

Many years ago a noble ship for those days, 
the City of Boston, was crossing the Atlantic 
between England and America. She belonged 
to a great shipping line, long defunct, but then 
synonymous fur everything first-rate at sea, 
She became overdue, and insurance premiuns 
on her rose high, for it was certain that what- 
ever happened, underwriters would ‘be called 
Hut the fateful 
days rolled on, and no- trace of her was seen, 
no report of her came ta hand, until the Inst, 
‘the fatal entry was made in the Domesday: 
book of Lloyd’s: ‘City of Boston missing.” 
Now remembering the kind of vessel she was, 
it was not so difficult to say what: really did 


|happen in her ca-e; ‘not the less terrible, 


though, because fairly eqsy to forecast. The 
weather was bad, it is true, but ships of her 
type are built to meet bad weather, and, 
handled as they are, even a tropical hurricane 
js not sufficient reason forthem being suddenly 
wiped out of human ken. Of course, it is just 
possible to suppose—so many are'the perils of 
the sea=-that in the height of that gale, with 
the engines at full power, just enabling her to 


‘hold her own “head on,” she caught fire, and 


amid the roaring of the three terrible elements 


‘the ‘hundreds af poor homan beings were 


swept out Of existence! For in such a case, 
that is certainly what would be the end. The 
gigantic seas breaking on board would smash 
the frail boats, the fearful heat below would 
drive the heroic engineers ard firemen ‘from 
theie posts, and presently flesh ond. blood 
would fail to hold its own .in such a tremend> 
ous crisis, and would go under, 
TRAGIC POSSIBILITIES. 

Or, again, she might have been run into by 
another vessel.and sundered amidships, the 
other vessel sinking herself + the same time. 
Then it is conceivable that, the weather being 


bad, no boat of those launched lived through |: 


the subsequent terrible: time, all disappeared 
with their living freight before help or fine 
weather came. Finally, and most probable ‘of, 
all, she may have struck either an iceberg or 
a deretict, and given herself such injuries that 
she'sank before it was posuble to launch any 
boats, ‘In such a case it is well to draw a 
veil over the last awful scene enacted under 
the pitiless sky without any witnets of those 
composite aganies. Also, itis well to remem- 
ber thdt such happening’ in these days of 
water-tight bulkheads are hardly possible to 
such ships as carry passengers, ‘There will 
always be-time and means to do something to 
avert the most terrible trapedy of all, 

The ‘missing ship usually belongs to what 
one may call the lower classes of the ‘sea—the 
almost warn-out iran and steel sailicg ships 
who have long ago seen their best days, - In 
their best days they only had one bulkhead, 
and that forward of the foremast, so: that in, 
the event of their ramming another ship they 
would float for. a considerable,. time—float, 
indeed, with the eager waves pouring: in 
throuh the holes in the bows, until that poor 
‘defence of a in, plate bulkhead should buckle 
and: carry away, after giving the threatened 
‘mbriners a little precious time in which to 
‘make.some provision. for their lives, Such a 
vessel struck amidships by another on a dark 
night would'zo down. like a stone, giving no- 
chance whatever to those on board to live, for 
the onwieldy steel or iron tank. ance ripped 
open possesses no floating power at.all.

would be a strange thing If the total coun- 


terfelt coins of Korea equalled -half: those 


which pags as currency in Hongkong. Ever 
and-anon, to putit at the lowest, the tender. 
er of a coin ja told that it ia made -of brass’ 
or copper, or that it bas been manufactured 
in some mint which is beyond his ken, Of 
courte, it ig useless to argue on the poiit, 
and it is, worse than futile.to say that be. 
cause a certain coin has a- certain mark. or 
marks upon. it. that it is worthless, The 
Usual thing i is to accept the apparently in- 

evitable piece. But it is all very unsatisfac 

tory.: Half the time people in Hongkong 
are using coins which belong, not to the 
currency of the Colony, but to Chiria proper, 
Ina short article it would be inipossible to 
deal with the difficulties which surround this, 
question. The public offices have solved the 
question by refusing to accept anything 
which has not the King's head upon It. 
A premium is given to parties accepting there 
coins, and between the two a goodly profit 
ismhde, But the plain ordinary citizen {8 
placed ata disadvantage, A coin, it seems, 
may actually be goad and yet it may be base:

+ Je bas been clear from the unofficial re- 
"ports emarlating every now and again from 
the French capital that relations beiween the 
Foreign: Seeretaty, M. ‘Delcass¢,. and his 
colleagues have been approaching the strain- 
ing point. Only a ‘few mionihs ago it was 
reported that M.’ Delcassé had .throwa up 
his ‘Portfolio, but afterwards he agreed’ to 
continue in office, Recent advices from 
home’ show: that although M, Delcassé had 
resumed office there was still a great deal of 
friction, between him and the other members 
of the Cabinet, and it would not be at all 
‘surprising to learn that the latest rumour as 
- to the absolute resignation of-the Foreign 
Minister is un fait accompli. | Ln that event, 
. France has Jost one of her strongest Foreign 
Secretaries that she has had for years. M. 
‘Deleassé waa not one of thase who appealed 
to the gallery. He never sought the transient 
flatiery of the crowd, but by every means in 
his.power he endeavoured to maintain the 
power and prominence ’of his country in the 
affairs of the world. Within the past few 
years, ‘Ucfore ‘the enfente cordiale became, 
more than.a recognised understanding, there 
were. many. occasions when a flamboyant 
Secretary, of state, following the clamour of 
the people and Subject to the ebullitions of 
the moment, would have plunged bis coun- 
ty into’ war for the inost trivial reasons. 
‘It would-have been a very popular move to 
declare war against perfidious Albion, even 
although afterwards the fully of it might have 
pierced the skulls of those who were most 
strident in their pseudo-patriotlc cries. 
‘Shere was the Fashoda incident, for example, 
wher a spark would have ignited a fire the 
end of: which ‘could not be contemplated 
without a shudder, By his infinite skill and 
diplomacy the danger was passed. But 
that-was only one of the many ‘occasions on: 
which M. Delcass¢ proved himself to be 
one of the greatest of European diploma- 
tists He believed in his country and her 
destiny; but he was against an appeal to 
“sarms unless such an appeal was rendered 
“absolutely, necessary Ly,the conduct of the: 
other’side, Such was his prestige that no 
Cabinet was thought complete without the 
presence of this Foreign Minister in it. 
Cabinets might ‘come and Cabinets might 
+ go, but the Portfolio of Minister for Foreign 
Affairs remained with M. Delcassé, to the, 
+ gatisfaction of his countrymen and the con: : 
‘tent of other nations, It was with President 
Loubet and M. Delcassé that His Majesty 
King Edward had long conversations on the 
recent visit to France, It was M. Delcassé 
who was feted and honoured ‘in |.ondon 
when he made a flying trip across the Chan- 
nel the uther day. And it was M. Delcasse 
who more than any other Minister of France 
foitnd respect in every Court of Europe. What 
the loss ‘of M. Delcassé’s services to Mrench 
‘politics means; it is impossible to describe, 
No'man, of course, is absolutely indispenis- 
able, When Beaconstield and Gladstone left 
* the political arena ‘for ever it was believed 
that the days of the giants were gone ; that | 
Pailiament might for all practical purposes” 
ceaseto live, Then came Mr, Chamberlain, 
- a Jesser light perhaps, but still a .man, of 
undoubted ability, - He, too; is temporarily 
: obscured, and still the world wags on, M, 
Delcassé, however, is hardly likely to leave 
the scene of his triumphs even if he has 
demitted office. Ie:will still ‘be a private 
momber; while his erstwhile colleague, M. 
Rouvier, fills his shoes. - M. Rouvier might 
be called the’ Chamberlain of France, 
He has been a remarkably, successful 
business man all his life, a self-made 
man, to use a tantalising colloquialism, 
He sprang.from nothing, and what he is to- 
day he is by virtue of sheer doggedness. But 
one.would hardly have thought of him as 
an expert.in foreign affairs. His forie is 
finance, He would have’ made an ideal 
permanent Chancellor of the LExchequer. 
His mind aeeitts to run in financial grooves, 
and it is‘safe to say that most of the projects 
of taxation which have come ‘into force in 
‘France of recent years found their origin in 
M. Rouvier's mind. ..But a clever Finance 
Minister is not necessarily a clever Secretary 
of State for Foreign Affairs.

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PROSPECIS OF PEACE.

‘ + (gth June) . : 

What.are thé prospects of peace, and if 
peace -be declared what will the terms be ? 
These are the questions which all thoughtful 
people are asking themselves. Noiw” that 
Japan has dissipated the ‘Russian feet, on 
whose success. the highest hopes of the 
Muscovite were centred, the first question 
inevitably comes to the front. Some 
optimists hoped that, after Mukden, peace 
was imperative, hut the passage of the Baltic 
Fleet gave the Russians room to hope that 
there was still a possibility their arms would 
triumph, for success at sea meant new life 
to those on land, But that hope has been 
Jost, and nothing remains for Russia but to 
prolong ‘disastrous fight on land or 
submit terms of peace, It, must be 
remembered that. the Russian, or the 
Tartar if you will, is a hard nut to crack. 
It is the boast of the British that they never 
know when they are beaten, ‘The Russian 
could echo the same idea, for over sych a 
vast territary as he rules he! is almost ins 
accessible to, the assaultsof an enemy. ‘Vhe 
Japanese have managed to hem the Russian 
troops within a small area, but even in,the 
event’ of another rout the ‘Russians have 
still their last line of fastnesses behind Lake 
Baikal. It has always been a characteristic 
of the Russian, where victory by sheer force 
uf numbers seemed uncerlain—although 
Plevna is one of the exceptions—to keep on 
retreating, In this case retreat may ultimately 
mean victory, as’ Napoleon found to his cost. 
But we are become, so to say, civilised 
nowadays. ‘The loss of bdman lives, where 
such loss can be prevented (forgetting the 
Peace Society and its aims for the moment), 
is a matter which affects the whole world, 
Can the nations tamely sit and watch this 
Titanic struggle without interference? It is 
evident from the telegrams whieh are receiv- 
ed trom: day to day tat there is-a decided 
feeling agaist such.a course. The United 
States, or rather resident ¥oosevelt, has 
come intu the open and declared that those 
who permit, without a murmur, such a con: | 
dition of ‘affairs to continue. are little better 
than abetters. In fact they are conniving at 
a nation’s crime af elo de se. With that 
idea in mind, the President’ has been in J 
communication with the British and French 
Ambassadors in order to obtain if possible 
gone inkling of what would be accepted as 
a fair and equitable settlement of the trou- 
bles in the’ East. 1t would be the finest 
feather in the cap of President Roosevelt if 
-he were accepted as mediator between 
Russian and Japan! His name would live 
in history not merely as a great President 
but also as an international peacemaker. At 
the best, however, he has a thankless task 
in front of him. Japan has been so uni- 
formly successful in the field and on sea 
that slie rightly feels that the terms. of 
settlement should ‘be, dictated by her. 
Russia, with the pride of nearly a dozen 
centuries of greatness behind her, is 
unlikely to admit the claims of the new 
‘star in the East. Moreover, if Japan 
should demand an indemnity how is 
Russia to pay’ it? Is -there some 
Pandora’s box in the treasury at St, Peters- 
burg that sie could utilise? But granting 
that an indemnity could be paid. by instal- 
ments what is to become of Vladivostok ? 
It has been suggested that it should become. 
a free port, controlled by a sort of inter- 
national board.’ Even if that suggestion 
were acquiesced in by the Russians and the 
Japanese, there is still the question of the 
ownership, of ‘Saghalien. ° “Is “there any 
reason why Russia should await the capture 
of Vladivostok and Saghalien by the Japan- 
‘ese before -suirig for peace?” cries a writer 
in a’ Russian journal. “And the French 
omewspapers re-echo the same idea, It is 
‘jmposdible to believe that Japan will take 
‘the first ‘steps towards: securing 2 -cebsa- 
‘tton of ‘hostilities, ‘Russia is or . may 
‘feel debarred from ' taking tho initiative. 
“It tHeréfore “Yeriains for outsiders to 
‘step into the breach. If the United States

Aessly. But there must bean immense 
number still floating around, charged with: 
the power of wrecking the vessels 
with which . they come. in’ contact, 
The result, has been that, war risks 
have increased to such a rate that many 
owners decide to chance the danger 
rather than pay the premiums demanded, 
Obviously there is something #rong in such 
a state of things. In this case neutrat vessels 
trading lo Far Eastern ports are quite as 
liable to disaster as if they belonged .to a 
belligerent power. If it were decided that 
such a state of things was right and proper 
it is difficult to realise what might happen 
should Jivo European Powers come. into 
conflict. Supposing that England and 
France were at war, and this system of plant 
ing mines’ promiscuously about the s.a was 
in force, it 18 quite conceivable that the 
Atlantic, the Mediterranean and the North 
Sea sould be so strewn with hidden dangers 
in the shape of sunken and floating mines that 
the carrying trade of the world would be 
completely paralysed. In a protracted wat, 
the, continuance of such a condition. of things 
could not be permitted fur a moment. 
Neutral nations in theif own ililerests, as well 
as in the general interests of the belligerent 
partics, would certainly tise in their mighit: 
and object. ‘The fact that such a contin- 
gency is possible has appealed to the Ad- 
miralty, and it is now proposed to-argue the 
question before an--international tribunal. 
Sunken and floating mines when, cm- 
loyed to protect the entrance to a har- 

our may be quite permissible, but mincs 
which are sent vaguely over the high 
geas ave a miettace and danger to every- 
body except “those agains} whom they 
arc aimed. It is curious, however, 
to note that the Admiralty. Defence Com- 
mittee are not in. favour of ,sub-marine 
“mines for the protection of ports. Whether 
that means the mines which.are operated by 
the military on shore, or what are: familiarly 
known as sunken mines, which explode on 
coming into contact with a foreign body, it 
is impossible to say. ‘The probability is that 
it refers to those irresponsible tities which 
get beyond control, ahd are as dangerous in 
the end to those who launched them: as to 
those against whom they were sent.

the majority at Saturday's meeting — There can 


be no doubt that the shareholders who were in 
the. minority feel very strongly on the subject 
The statement made ‘by the ‘chairman at the 
meeting that the shareholders were " practically 
selling the company to themselves" does not 
appeal to them in any: way. On the contrary, 
they maintain that by consenting to, the deci- 
sion.of the mafority they ore reatly giving up 
two-thirds of the value of their shares, 
Mr, D, ®, Brown, who was the leading ex: 
onent of the views ofthe minority at the meet- 
ing, stated to a representative of the Hongkong 
Telegraph, there was a possibility: ihit the 
uestion whether the minority were bodnd by 
the resolutions passed at the meeting might 
be ‘submitted to Counsel fur. consideration, 
So far, however, no active steps have been 
taken in the mafter, but there is plenty of time 
yet for the minority sharehollers to decide 
whether they will carry their opposition before 


‘the Courts. : 


The point on which Mr, Brown has express- 
ed himself very firmly is that by ‘ngreeing to 
the decision of the majority they ale surrender- 
ing two-thirds of their profits, In other words, 
the old company has a capital uf $125,000 on 
which a net profit of $50,0.0 was’ realised 
annually. Under the new arrangement it is 
proposed to have a capital of $750,000. ‘The 
new fine to the Peck will not be finished for 
cars, During that period those who 
were shareholders in the'old company will be 
sharing their dividends’ on.$175,000 with those 
who have. come into the new company, and in- 
stend of realising 4 return on that moderate 
capital, they will iealiso only a return on 
$750,000, which makes a vast deal of difference, 
Tt was not at all clear tothe minority why they: 
should suffer in this way, nor was it clear to 
them why they should accept $200 per share 
when the quotations up to the present time

Itis argued by Mr. Brown, n¢-representing 
the “resisters"=-who are by no means “pus:

with the consclousness that they had nothing 
to fear from the proposed line. Asa mater of 
fact, he Is. convinced ‘that the old company 
would be perfectly able at the end of that 
time to fight the new concen, ‘n that 
went, there was the . probability that the 
new company would come to the share.

Dealing with tha comparison of weather 
forecasts with the weather subsequently expe- 
rienced, he states that the result was, success 
45 per cent., partial success 43, per cent, pare 
Uinl fa lure ut percent, and failure o per cent. 
Following the methad used in meteorological 
offices and taking the sum of total and partial 
SUCCESS aS a Measure of success, and the sum 
of total and partial failure as a measure of 
failure, it follows that 88 per cent, of the wen 
ther forecasts were successful in tgo4, 

Telegraphic connection with Victoria was
